You  see, 
last  year  I  worked  in  the  campus  computer  lab  5  to  9  on  Sunday  evenings. 
I  had  seen  Dr.  English  around  campus  before,  but  I  was  shy,  so  we  never 
spoke.  Dr.  English  came  in  at  night  to  get  his  work  done.  I  had  seen  him 
in  his  office  many  times  before  with  his  door  cracked  open.  I  was  always 
careful  to  walk  past  his  office  quietly  so  that  I  wouldn’t  disturb  him.  One 
Sunday,  he  had  his  door  open  further  than  normal,  and  I  guess  he  saw  me. 
He  called  me  into  his  office  and  asked  me  what  I  thought  about  Hiwassee. 
I  can  only  assume  that  he  needed  a  break,  and  we  ended  up  talking  about 
different  things  for  half  an  hour.  After  that  whenever  I  saw  him.  Dr. 
English  would  always  say  hello  and  inquire  how  I  was. 

A  sincere  and  generous  man.  Dr.  English  gave  everything  he 
could  to  Hiwassee  College.  The  last  memory  I  have  of  Dr. 

English  is  his  generosity.  Phi  Theta  Kappa  was  holding  the  Cow 
Patty  Bingo,  and  I  met  Dr.  English  on  my  way  out  of  the  dining 
hall.  He  asked  what  I  was  into,  and  I  explained.  I  asked  whether 
anyone  had  asked  him  to  purchase  a  ticket.  No  one  had.  Then 
Dr.  English  donated  five  dollars.  Two  dollars  for  one  ticket,  and 
the  rest  was  to  go  to  PTK. 

Dr.  English  always  gave  his  all  to  Hiwassee  College,  and  that 
is  why  the  staff  of  the  1999-2000  Hiwassee  College  yearbook 
would  like  to  dedicate  this  yearbook  to  Dr.  Curtis  English.  You 
will  always  be  a  part  of  our  lives!
